I9X4 after oatarting on April the 23th the christian foros broke from their 
works lie the ocean brent breaking or bursting through the dikeo at : 
Holland and the wonsterou omonsteraus Levander surpea rushed moat 
fiercely across the beautiful ‘deeWhirthern jun urd swapt-upon the whole 
rebel Lins Like « roaring, flovd and vrohobly within thirty minutes nearly 
2,900,000 glandelivian, eoldsears, Ovarions, 2demernennions, ond pumer 
annians end other kinda, (thin many it can t# snid perisied by tho 
bayonet althourh it is vrobnile the loss of life was rreater) 
wwere lying dead over their lomlines of worke, emb-dlliona of 
nlondelinians “ortully wu ded tnd the whole glandelintan aniy totally 
routed in the wildest conp'omerntion of con us confusion and even 
w cattered in all directiona, end nll teense the many rlendelinian penerals 
in the charpeof the main suppoerte o — suprorts wre as it was said were 
tuo penurious to come up to the suport cf the flercely battling 
Glandelindans at the proper tina, or to repair the serious breaks, in 
genoral “anleys linoeTherefore these oversonfidant feneruls were to be 
full:’ bledmead for the disaster. 
Hundreds of the best qlandelinian Nevinente aml scores of trirades were 
deatroyed, ten e were forced to surranier and thres Jivisions were 
captured and less thane score of lanleys finest divisions, co posing 
the main army were shattered,, conplete paralysis followed, snd many 
said ae in the case of general Federals d defeat at Evanseline st 
Cladre the rebel army would not recover, hundredsof thousands were fearfull- 
insare heinge fraatheir awful usufferinga and never regeined their reasun 
the millions 6 wounded of beth sides were cared fur untill they recovered 
enough to be x sent tu near hy citiew cities and towns, relief was 
vouring in ever where for the christian ary alune in the shape of 
scores of millions of dollars in cash, and wany thousands uf car leds 
of euppl&s of all sorts, the surviving ch-istian officers plucked up 
more Courage and went to their wdlie military work with a hearty good 
will, when the apr thy succeeding the dreadful battle had worn off, and 
and the day after the battle the christian anvy was greater than ever and 
was in full p sseasion of the sneay ownos which stretched for miles, und 
had capt red millions of aniys and scores of thous nds of puns and heavy 
artilery.e 
Manleys caups now in possession of the victurious christian aniies, were 
probably thirty three and one half  iles miles in length and ons 
quarter of amile in width located along the southern shores uf tho 
“ie~Whirther Run piver, its edge being three thousand yards away fron the 
city of Meldon Gretchen these cape having been defended by the highest 
earthworks ever osen in any wor yet nearly thirty 1ilee long, nins w feet 
thick at the top and thirty feet high.These works had been manned by 
hundreds of the heaviest cannons and during the battle was o terrible 
menance to the attacking ohristian Urine.

division cuntained about 22,200,000 soldiers of the fiercest fighting 
type.It has not been heard from since the battle but it was sonflidtingly 
said by news paper’ en ami war correspondents, and cnlenity howlers, 

that three quarters of it had been swept away by the christian onslaught

like the great Lisho Lishon midal wave and few of nickne’1e amy eacapod 
the awful results of the terrible disnster.dix miles further dowm me 
general Shoemannias grand ann: of Hic-Hollestinians and Quariens and hore 
alone there wie a topographical possibility of the spreading and oxtend ing 
of the christian tidal wave of attack. Shoeiannias army contnined over 
22,500,000 soldiers and was wholly devastated in attempting te break the 
force of the christian asseult, and general Ghoesannin and hundreds of 
his gonerals an other officers were woundedsGeneral Jesipinge te nelng 
with the seme monber of men eas Shoanannia's lay a mile below the ‘ante 
letters oleo on the flat and one mile further down were Adole-Ve~Garbes 
Federals, and ths other gonerals with a totel force of 45,900,000.Here 
stretching along right at the rivers verge were the imnense qin ‘delininn 
batteries of Thomas Leo qostelioes and picksens which had 10,009 rrent 
Cannons and nearly.as many snaller mins and rifle cannoneThis point ws 
defended by the Onarians, Sccodlers, an Gro Growleywors and alsu the 
fierce 'unraboos and therefore the great dauaye to this line of rebel 
colunna was largely due to the pr peculiar rebound of the christian wave 
after it swept across the wrkeeThe wive of ruaring Nationals hurled every 
rebel force before it and spread over the Evangeline Sainte nlaire and 
passed over Adele Ve Garbex positions to a width of thirty men in some 
places. It ws related Shuenannias right was broken at the vicinity of 
Evangeline Sainte nlaire atrean and the rush of the christian attac’ coming 
in contact with the other spreading waves indreased the extent of the 
disaster to Shomannia's and the others in this section. 
Tn these places the opinion ws expressed that’ ao manylives of the rebels 
would not have been lost had net some of the over ounfident ponerals 
believed fron their experiences with fonner war disasters thet thore 
was positively no danger beyond the temporarly forcing of the worke or 
the overthrow of oa single divisione 
After rushing over the works the pressure of the Abbieannion assault wos 
so great that the Nationale forced their way arainet the ranainder of the 
rebel line and carried not only Biko gisknel » works and Jesipine Jrneins 
but advanced o11 the way up te the glandelinian comps and captured then 
and the etrongly defended earthworks. 
By t the terr terrible battle cunmunioations by railruades and wire was 
near'y all cut off for the enemyeTheexect nue fr mun her of the 
The exact number of the battle deud of the dreadful wor disaster probably 
will never be known accurately. nudies asthickas moved grass were found 
far beyond Gretchen and alsu far beyond Gretna which in all probailites 
shows the battle extended that farethe probably miat hurrihle holocaust 
of the war at ur below the forest uf trees where hundreds of thousands 
of wounded christian soldiers who were saved from being 'illed instantly 
in the battle were burned to death in forest fires cnused by the firing 
during the batt'e, caused atost fearful lose of life.

Fer fifteen minutes prefious tothe, general r vw rout, Algo said the christian 
attackers were forcing thenselyrs over the portions of the last line of 
works sc that vest portions of the rebelline was miving way in cunfusdon. 
He sad sodd thot the rebel troops in pussession of the other works huwever 
for a st short tine hod everything thelr own way on the chriatiancattackers 
and destroyed and annihilated every une of the christian myves that shuwed 
itself within ran 6 range and owed down soures of christian renerals. 

He said at this point for that space of tine the biggest christian mves 
coltld not make not even the sliphtest headway so preat wis the fire of 

this rabelline and + also the christian Line would never hed been able 

to po forward another step al all day if the rabelline had not exhausted 
its ainmunitionsThe christinn line was however reinforced juot at this

One of thengat terrible sights after the frightful battle was the oon 
flargrations following it, especially un the christian part of the lattle 
fioldesphe battle field ws covered with all kinds of debrie fram 

wrecked and shattered treos nll cuvered with dry doad Leuves and other 
foliage and despite it heing the Month of April and the haginning of May 
the post spring had been umueuubly hot and even dry.Un or nost of thir 

far after the battle were foind the charred trees and turned and hottle 
torn soldiers of ‘oth sides.pho fires at this point which lnated for to 
weeks after the battle and had stilleane uf ite vitnlity left tw dove 
after wae one of the incidents of the aftormuth uf the battle and disaster 
to the foe that will m never be furgotten hy both sides. 

The story here will nut be and cunnot he fully told Not even the bre braver 
bravest of the survivors could lovk at this awful avene withuut a shuck 
to their sensibilitiaseao entangled and unyeilding wis the sea of wreckage 

at sore points especially within the resdone of 'fic-Whirthers burned

fren the nerth end of the Mic~Hollester and Pandora Aadilrund bridje 

the view of the shell torn battlefield wma but a prelude to the view 
which was to followelookiny across the Nio-Whirther fiver the first object 
tha eye woutle catch in the direction of a ainl1 farm was a 01 Little 
ruined Oatholic Gountry Oheroh standing as a guardian over so many of 
the dead, a solitary sentinel left on the field after the battle. still 
f rthar further on were the spring crop fr fields and grain and oorn 
fiel e fielda with their grain and corn u just starting out now ruined. 
Beyond and acrosa these devastated fields were sand flate and nud flats 
which naver had been there before. 

This was the greatest and most extraurdinary freak a 
vattle bad ever caused before, a freak more aptondshing than if an earth 
q oke had done iteput on the fields not aven a vestige of the eurly spring 
srops renainedshen the great storming ase 1t of the christians cane, 
all of Manleys genorals felt n sort of uneasiness, and during the last part 
. ror early part o of this lastchristian assault the overoanfident 
qlandelininn generale had been warned that portions of general Manieys 
annios were weakening. é 
puring the three recent days of tha battle however when the atrugeline 
truops ware having varying fortunes for both sidos thuso eae generals 
had heard the very sume warnings a little tuo often to be even impressod 

and therefore thdee generals did not pay any attention tu their in 
formants. 
Sone of these officers who jeered were on the last day befure night fall 
scattered along the banks of the..do-Whirther Run sould in death, r 
or met a nore hurridle fate in the binging wrockoge of thecshnattored furest 
treassOnly a few heeded the warning andthese managed to save their division 
and brigades frum sharing in the frightful disaster.Early in the very 
evening the flood of christian eldiors covered by the heuviest artillery 
fire swopt ronring and sorvening over the fields and across the plains 
and , etremned over the rivers and eve rywhere in long surges miles 
in extentetvery anall advanced evlumn me shot to pieces by the rebel 
fire but were rapidly swollen by. new forces, wodgec of troopa hscans long 
lines and lines were turned into advenoing human rivere, and rivers into 
floods and tidal wives.

Those ramparts failed to check the ohriatian tidal cave however and

When the great wave of christinn seldiery swapt throlgh the main 
qlandelinion encn: parents the panic stricken rebels who had any chance tu 
esoupe ran hithor and thiter in avary directionsThay did nut have any idea 
where they were rinning to, only that a great eirge of lavander coated 
soldiers az fierce as the demons theuselves were ruaring after thes through 
the woods and that ‘they must get vit ef the my of that.Sune in their

The fol ‘tage along a goud portion of the Mic-Whirther Run taught fire 
during the evening of the last day of the battle Hundreds of thousands 

of wottnded soldiers where held under forest wreckage any by their legs 
only.The resoueing parties wera tortured by thr groans and ories which 
ep.e from that vast holocaust for nearly fourty eight hours 4t being 
nlmost snbearable tolisten tu, yet it could not ha escaped. Thousands 
undoubtedly suffered » slow death by fire. Yet who doubt cuuld duubt that 
the vast numbers of thw fallen in that fearful inferno which covered nearly 
a theusand acres in two daye were burned to denth. 

Tha glandelinian positicna held by the OQugrians wae in the shape of a 
long serpent when viewed from un high and addedby the junction of 
general picknells works and the glmest equally targe Shuevannign works 
extonding along tvard Henrdetia's yam just a little above Gretchen 
towne ‘ 

Adelede Garbes trenches formed near Dan no/t which was about aiaty feet 
hinh its Inte ing large enough to hold twenty tivea the contents of 

the Johnstown Reservior itaelf.One uffshvut uf the eneuy Was the purpose 
to deflect the christian torren: of tu wipe it out by the burstiny of 
these two dans und h i this happened two floud disastera woud have drowned 
the whole charge ard destroyed allcities and villinges within the region 
fur «, hundred miles all around with the louse of every life in all these 
pla os places. 

But ae the ingin christian line of eharge went tearing through the heart 
uf the eneays main vanps one section split from the inginwave further 
down and the direct furce of this colwnn carried the wrke between 

the tvo dana thus saving the reserviura and siavhing the rebell ine 

to plecode ; 

Ahout belf of the luea of 1ifo we in this section for the whole region 
between the two dao, ‘ecntso speddaly a charhel hell and stayed so unt.

Nothing ef the kind we possible in the path of the advancing furost

Thare actual. nwober uf Jlandelinian ur chrietian suldiers whe lust their 
lives nt the battle of Gretehon will never be knuwn enn never be knum, 
but qgver 4,556,723 9 bodies of the victimes of the frightful battle catast 
rophe were id identified, and these together with the hundreds upon hundreds 
ef thousands of und ti unidentified corpses which were recreated, 
or buried in the river and in long trench groves and in tho enndentong 
the edra of the strean ,or disposed of in quick sande and other hore, 
or buried in the very cams theiselves, or these bodias which have boen 
ff found in the ‘urd burned arenes of the battlefield those there aleo 
Crezated anew, the hyndreds of thousands burned ty death while lying 
helplessly wounded and those taken from the very waters of the streans 
all thess served to swell the horrible le list as far as know to 
possibly seventeen million Angelinians nlone and 7,000,000 elandelinians 
which wie the firure naned hy genernl pobert vivian the fifth doy 
a fter the arnoricus conflict. He had every uppet p opportunity for obtain 
ing information on this point. 


Untill the rearg.ation nd recevery of se wany budies beran tho officers 
in charge of the various burlyl ganze of prisuners tried tu make lists uf 
all the beudies disposed uf my thelr a+ men and prisunors but when it hecpme 
necesas ary tu hurry the burial of the curpa or ther the reburning the danger 
ef palgues being so grent as well as pestilences that they had tu be put 
out of the way at the earliest posaitle moment the compilation uf these 
lists ws abandoned n° and only a mere ostinate madesand tho work of 
recovering all these bodies proceeded but very slowly on account of the 
heat of the enouldering flomes and the tangled conditions of the foliage

at tho beginning of the battlo, and thoir artillery mon also managing to get up 
hundreds of pigoas of gunu decidod to form a dosperate rally and stop the rout of 
the rest if possible, and also utop tha precipitate advanco of the fooe It took 
nearly four hours for all this to bo dony Gospite tho fastest work at it, and despite 
eaasands, and antreaties but at lsat a vory utrong force crowded over fourteen

Indeds Indeed the horrible shells were creating awful havoc in the oity of 

Aadnie’ Aronburg and it is probable that thofoe was awfully enraged because deapite 
all their efforts {in trying to prevent it the christian forces had rallied, and 
not daring to attack such helghts in their disordered conditions the foe had again 
turned their fury o upon the city of Annie Aronburg and such havoc as descrip des 
desoribed here in the next page exceeds all dnignatione It was simply terrible.

omdnet the stone wall of the Tribunal guilding, part of the wall iteolf boing 
riven, and the main streot itself was seen two blocks amy from the Tribunal 
yards which indeed gave evidence of the extraurdinury power of the violence of 
so mny high explosivas and gang-ygang-sholls .St Petors church itself mms in 
flnttonod rying, and the loss of life horo oxceodad sinteen hundred or mores 
Robert ivian and tho rost could also seo in the distance the ruino of twenty 
big sehoul Houses, which wore badly damaged, every one having their uppooy par te

in tho other school houses.The destruction of another big school house, had been 
80 complete as told hy o survivors that a the checkers never found the romeins ‘ 
nuda tho other windrows of wrovkage, when making up the list of demolished housese 
Near tho vinietty of these ruined school hoses 4 soldier and two of 
his comrades running to a cellar for safty, had revehed it too late and were 
sent rolling two blocks by the concussion of a eruption of explosions and forced 
to mko aro ucrolatis and leap frog atunts over euch other, and sont spinning hools 
Vv ovor head Like cartwheels by the concussion hefore being dashod on their faces.

hing like avdying childeAnd t o make he recover faster, one of the men slapped her 
on the backeAt this monent enough wreckage was clenred away to enable Aronburg, who 
was gcratched and brusied to free hinself, then yolce was dragged from the wreckage,

Many solddera who' had been rescued had been placed near them and indeed 
their moans were heartrendingeOn one of the cots ylolet found the little girl who 
was rescued first, and who lay like a forslorn ohdia, and as the scremis, ionns and 
cries of the other wounded xol soldiers still outedde among the wreckage reached 
yiolet and her sisters, they saw the poor child bury her face into the sheats, and 
burst into a piteous fit of wep weepingsyor some time she lay there regard ,ees 
of the t ime, and feeling utterly forsakan and forlorn, and it seemed as if all 
the nation had been killed by the battle, tho recent sights having been so terrible 
aml tha scram of so many of those in da death agony was almost unearth ly.

It seemed as if nover agadn would he hear their sweet voices, their sweet laughter, 
and singing, and see their beautiful formseTt secaod that never again would he sea 
as happy a time as he did heforeeTo himalso h it ceomed as if he 1 had lost 
everythingeEven violet horself would have believed t that Evans did not really care 
a bit if she had not ceught him several momonts later hiding in a shady nook and 
crying ina heart broken manner and vowing revengo if thoy were goneeSeveral tines 
Evans had falt Mke giving the gria order any how, but the foar and Imowledge of the 
result provontin prevendd hin fray doling it just noweAnd also the presence of poor 
violet eyor ovm urief added to hiseViolet indood seomed to him to be an orphan

Fifteen minutes Inter tho main force of johnManleys aruy camo u p, Hanson hurled 
rednfort omonts from his reserves and restored order in his broken line and in half 
an hour more the struggle increased with redoubled fury, the battle’ baaaing a regular 
howl of doutruction before the very eyes of yiolet and hor sistersesuch an uproar 
of the battle vow could not be deseribedsAnd go loud becane the clamor of the 

yells of tho ,landolinians that again holl with iis lost soule and fiends seomed 
to possoos thonsolyes of the oarth and air and wore once more venting their savage 
rayo and feolings in th o most horrible unearthly sounds, even louder than the 
soreaning of a th ousand ruilrond whistlos.All the half renaining, demolished 
shristian divisions crashed dow in masses of doad and woundad, tho air again became

A whole strip of trees growli growing in a gratp whore violet and hor sisters

and with such terrible loss that it did not seem probable that the cavarly men 
would lave the norve to make a second atteinte : 
pertunately hoe however it delayed the apparent success of the enemy, for it 
had given time for tho Jmense christian lines under zimmermann and panson to 
rofcrm and resist tho foo more stuLbornlye. The town of lordanna was already 
captured by the foe, all the position s the foe had lost earlier In the battle, they 
had regainad, and once more larf largo forces were pushing on twurd qhamberlane

Tt vas now fully evident that tho battle was lost, and general yanson 
decided it best to adviso e retroat, and prepared to do so» He sent the order by 
telegraph as quickly es possible, deciding t. withdrew from tho scene, and tvard tho 
appro.ch of darkness tha moat shamefull and most disasterious defeat of the wor 
was started. Most of sany christian defeat defeatetafter battles which were 
lost wr were made in order but this was one of the most swift and most panioky 
retreats the christian armies ever had made.

The first portion of the christian amay to begin the retreat was h the divisions 
under ,iviananna at Jucillie ,ickeon or Gandandon. At the beginning of the retreat 
a port ton of this force was destroyed by the enemy, and the reat forced to a most 
disge disgraceful rout being compelled to flee as if a were a large c flock of corwad 


cowardly aheepe The panic spread then to the other forces centered around Gandandon, and 


thence to ghamberlana and Ophelia, and also the vivian and Catherine hills untill a 


noarly a whole quarter of the christian army was pouring in the utmost indesordable 
haste through all the wooded country like scattered sheep driven by raving wolvose 
The enemy persued wildly despite the darkness progressing with the slaughter and cap 
turing many prisoners. Fron thence the panic spread still further untiil by twelve 
00 O-clock at night the whole christian army except that under whi .11iamsburger 
nmermann was starting on a general retreate To force ,immernsaannas line however was 
posible and the foe had x swept past and around his divisions after the other 
retiring christian forcese Woods extending for scores of miles, large plains, and 
glens, 1 lanes, hundrsds of bridges, mountian passes, mountian roads, were fill ed or 
covered with the retreating troops, and when they passed pover streams and fords, 
quic ksands hampered the retreating forces, artillery had to be abandoned, artillery 
eassions blew up , and in the terrible conglomeration of confusion, yiolet and her 
sisters broken hearted over the outcome of the whole inodident and probably the war

christinanseput the lattor attacked the glandelinians wit h more ungovernable 
fury pressing on with indrecible spnod and by this tunmonse christian line of 
advance which probrbly even no militudos of dragons could have stood against and 
fight, and from which they could not fly and live many landelinian columns ati) 


‘stood their ground and just thon Gormaino yivian foll dangerously wounded and 
was vorno off tho field of carnagoseThis drevehis troops into confusion and tho 


G ,laniolinians rallying at allpoints drove the christians back down the ridges 
and oponod a hoavior fire upon thom as they recoiled. ‘ 

Along tho Yellow Brick oad the battle also surged back and fortheThe storming 
christian assault here was so terrific along h this tret stretch of roar roadway 
which was heavily boarded with tinber that this region was fairly cleanad aut 
by the glandolininn cannon and musketry fireeThe yellow bricks were in many 
places literally blown out and everything was swept clean and goenoral ‘ 
Aurundacallio of the christians who attacked the onemy here was killedsIn resisting 
this onslu onslmght for more than an hour three hundred thousand of the : 
Glandolinians perished, when tho hurricanoweh waveof christians seothod throughe 
In one regucent of ten thausel mou, eixty ton wore the only survivors, 611 the 
brddges crossing Conservatory and Arontargs pub were blown up or burned avay, the 
christians having poured across theatream in h}u huge + ides of men, the river 
however being minglod with milituties of the dead and woundod victims pioked off 
by the relel mllete and canistore 
Tn Avrandoce Lica comnd no onb survived tho christian assault, all being shot 
down by the “landolindan cannoneCenoral Mar. cocellices line of gray coats was 
struck, cinulfoneously not far from the big gun Flowor field on the Yeloow 
Brick ond his line being situated further backeWhile the christian waves were 
pressing down upon Marcoecellices blazing line the roar of Manir Manley long 
lino of cannon could bo heard, but the glandelinians of Marcocollices arny had little 
tice +o fix bayonets, ond during tho disantorias fight with hand pikes, eabres, 
daggors, bayonets, and clubbed mukst muskots thousands Jost their lives in a mononta 
timeephe wide oxtoxoivo forest all along the Yellow Brick Road wore swopt by a 
sholl fire of the glandclinian cannon vo fierce that nothing there whatovor could 
survive the air bedng Tull of oxplosions, soko, flames dust, and clouds of smoko 
from burning shrubborye :

groat now that the ground trembled so that tho men could scarcoly stand, all tho 
wooded hills were like forest fires, and the whole ocoan of crcarnags seomed to 
be all of snoke and slaughter and nature herself seed to be committing sucdide 
so foarful wis the destruction causocausod by the battloe 
Amid 211 theso scenes could be heard the horrded' ct cries of fresh victins and 
the st 11% more horrid battle cries ef the enomyeAlong tho battle 1 ine fought 
betvoon tho othor Manley and nobert vivian himsclf the battle was now raging so 
fiercely that 1+ appoared as if al}. The world was destroying itsolf.Tho cannons of 
both sides were roaring with titan fury and Robert yivians armies of troops wore: 
pouring in a vory s} orm wave of men and thoy had carreied every point now except 
tho Carnat ion and wivian pidgesgo tho christian lines p mired across and through 
the wooded glens despite all the efforts of the ,lendclinians to stop th eme 
Through tho wooded country whole surges of chris€4ans also swept onward swooping 
through the Trecdun plaingeBy the sevority of the qlandelinian fire thousands upon 
thousanis of acres of treos wore stripped of their veve verdure thofr trunks hurled 
contenpotiously to the ground or into the air by tho tempest of sholla which galled 
the wild wave of troupseeNever before iow did a battle make a more appalling 
i sight .Nevor before during 4 battle did the scene be so hedious and it seomed 
as if the very atmosphore was f4llod vith o roaring which could have done credic 
to a thousand of other battles going cn simitansouslye 
And no sen of death could be compared with such destruction as this, yet 
ince indescriable was tho fury of tho christian attackeThe Glandolinians therefore 
rotreating down the other sido of the ridge wero compplied to close with the 
other under Robert yivians and were thrown into pandoeHundreds of officers and 
generals who had strove with might and main and by all] means to rallyhthvir 
commnds to stop the progress of the advancing christians on oither side wore 
otruck down by a withering fire of the grentost intei intensity.sThe glandelinians 
within an hours time were completely cleared from the rido ridge and after this 
terrible sweop of disaster many bodies were literally roasted to ashes by flames

wany had stood their ground through hours and hours of terrific slaighter and

For hours during the terrible increase in the battle the destruction of

Gonorel Hondonin Blomlinia Arontarg had directed hin ran of gonorad 
John Manleys left to stand finn optdnet tho rvene ing christinn purges, ond his mon 
tried overy mons imagineble to chock the christitn progrosn, bad mined the trees 
to oarth by the thousand made wide ditchox minod the ground for milos, fought the 
Angolinians with a1] tho devinight, ond haracsed thom, and though herritle losses 
woro inflictod by both the torrific gun fire ad nino explosions the robols 
wore unsuccosoful.sHundyede of hin host mon had perishod from veing trapped in a 
curtain of christien artillery fire, or dropped dead fran the explosion of thoir 
own cunpelIndeod it could bo soon that Aronburgs forcea of plondelinians would bo 
roduted te a vero handful of men and that nothing could be caved from tho advancing

saying from thirst by sime christian soldierseWaves of glandolinians had again and 
again beon b, blow to smitereons or hurled among the wrockage of trees, and the 
sleight o r of so many of their Lines mado the sight fe fearful.

gotta eThe wator soursas had been turned agile, all public fountdens had beon 
drained ana theso ag’ aggravat fons of disastors do reduced to somplote dospair 
tho christian armilos which hnd battled so desporatoly here and so tho renson 
tho retreat ‘after tha batt loervery stront could hardly be distingiishod on account 
of tho rulns.thogroater nuabor of sollinvs sore burted andor the ruins of fallen 
houses while other soldiers perished by tho fires that wore kindled in most of

St 412 worse had been the cobduct of the burst ing shell axplosions+;ho shelle 
falling hy the ¢ housands descended among the houses like hell firesSome great 
explosion would scatt or the windrows of wreckage like chaff, blacken the bodies 
of the dend, and kill: those entangled among the wreckage, perpetrating .st 111 
more atrocious froaks.»Pawn responitries and chruchos were sot on fire, and 
snashed into ruinsby sholls bursts, and pat out by others, and sevoral cases occured 
of hundreds of persons Iuried in the cellars for laspes of six days, and vhon 
rescued declared that their direst sufferings had heen fran thirste 
In the city of Ophelia where the christians also fought the onomy 
among the wreckage or stormed the oney Lines tho shell storm killed six hundred 
ani sixty thousand soldiers, and at Eva st glare who ona of the mo: most hi 
horrihlo scones of all’ was witnessed the shells shells made three hundred and 
ninty thousand corpseseThe battle spread desolation and misory for the length of 
sixty ono intles, and no t p typh oon evor witnesned along the coasts cof 
calverinia or Angelinia or avon Abbieannda could © be cp compared in extent or 
energy this bloody convulsion of mankind which dn such a short time wrought such 
torriblo disastere 
Yet terrible battles of almost similar character had occured as already 
stated such ae pig Girl Knool, Luctilie sorden, the struggles of the Mic-H ollester 
Run including Pholant onbug, and Oedernine and the titanic conflicts at 
vivian wickey and ‘Th umbolintaeIn one charge through and out of the small. tom 
of ghamborlano nine million and nine hundred and ninty thousand Angelininans had 
boon almost destroyed in f facdngtho rebel gun fire from carnation pidge, and yet 
-another big’ toll of lives had beon claimed by the assault upon carnation 
idge itself. 
Tho concussion of so many cannons ant shells from both ridges demolished the mast. 
massive and storm proff buildings, and in a very short time had hurried many 
monse milAtudes of human beings to a sudden and terrible deathe

Wllions of lands lindane who wore praising through tho town during their vic tious 
agsrult agndns’ th schrintdans had eminnad tha loss ef Lifoto bo appalling nothing 
wns so affooting au tho distrous of the poor andnals which ssomad sonoible to their 
hard fate-Thousewasa wr wore killed, others Gouded, but t ho greatar minber which 
hot rocteved no Init wore left therb te burnetho seanos of horros after and during 
tho battles oxcaoded 277 dossriptiones 
During the Iils tn the battle noting for miles could bo heard but the « 
sirioks of m t1ldons of Injured sold4ers, also sighs, groans ani incassant wooping, 
Not a sorl in any wackngo streven soct don of the battle field could not be found 
who wore not bowitling th o death of his nearest relat dons, dearest friends, or the 
losn of all h4s substoncoapho survivors of or those who senrohod for tho wauded coud 
not hardly take a step without trending on the doad and dying which lay almost 
as thick as grass grow inn field ax itsolf. 

In all the stroota of tho rudinod cdty among tho mounds of wreckage lay thousands 
upon thousands of hastily brought gun cagsdons, ath their gunnors, horses and 
ridors almost crushed to p4ocos, hore militudes of soldders and lower officors in 
renk half crushod, and blood beamenred animals of all descriptions with thodr 
boddes torn opon by tho explosion of shells, thetr intestines all hanging ott 
out, thore hundreds of genorals richly uniforned, thousands of pris officers of 
lowor rank oithar in the same condition or worse, or just expirings 

Mony thousands had their backs, arms,' thighs, or necks broken or skulls crushed, 
othora had vast stones on their breasteThousands more lay almost buried in the 
rubish ani crying out in vadn for succor we Left to cerish with tho rest, the slight 
indosd being fonrful, tut the eights of the mangled forms were more fearful yot. 

Tho Jargost no wibers of the o colitis, dont ant dying Jud algo beon buried 

pononth the ruing of the wrecked houses withouthit being ponsdble during or aftor 
the hatt Je for want of braver goldiers or nece ssary tools to rendor asoistanca

Storms of universal siriels, aries, groans, and sighs all tho assconts of grief 
and sufferdig wore averywhore heard, while tho impossibility of rendoring from 
doath th ogo wretched foolish victins undor the ruins rendered st 41! more | 
harrowing tho crde of despndr, that appealed in vain for holp and compas fone 

Tho seourage this described was an addit ion to all the horrors of the battle 

andndded to all tho otheroalamitios argumonting thoir horror.

pho auddon hoadtong onrush of this first wave of tho jlandlindnn solunns and the 
rapidity of their manofestationa had beon enough to throw any mulitude of christtans 
into n panto and therefore their genorals medo all. proparations possible to reciove 
tho secon oncaalug wavoenuring the lull a stranga scano was obporved in tho far 
ddstane oerhe ouoke from saw big distant fire boiled in swift coasolens and 
drrestible sotion convultions of ugly colord smoke, each convulition alive 
sooning to rork as hard as 4¢ could, ani rolling aut so that tho mansos of cloud 
aboveresenblnd a closo knit cauliflover or braina like convultions in constant and 
swift motioneThe awiftly assanding push sont tho whole p mass outward, whore tts 
upper crest making a convulsive junot jon, gradunlly lost its dark and whitish 
color, and whore {ts convultions grew larger it changod gradually Anto mubhroom 
and other simple forms but ke t kopt that awful look of solidy ond powore 
The cloudy cront at t dimes high in the sky curved into a parabolic swoor, bonoath 
which shono the darker colvulltdons ptorend gt timon by flnnhos of fire.

the christ4an trenches, and cloodiod and pushed into tho heart of tho strong 
christian Linasphs glandelintans prossed on like Thearnats domona of destruction, 
cutting up the entira christian lina, but the gonormls had t.:onse roservo 
behind and they swolled thoir tottoring lino and drove back the desporatal aesnilants 
, but only to realize that soon tha assault watld bo ranavwod with ten fold furye 
The second lull on’y lasted ton mimites «Thon tho sano wave being 
reinforoed by more and led by gohnston Jackon Mantoy hdnsalf wvore again crashing 
forwird like a sordes of thousands of might: tidal waven.Ton dosporate assaults 
wera hurled within three hours upon ,lorinnna Hodghta, ech tina tho mighty 
wavos of purmeraniians and Seoodlers "pushing headlong aong tho christian linos 
, whowhora ten times t hoy crashod upon ant through thon, and crushod thom, and 
whore ten tines tho whole scene bocano 2 tumlt of wild conbats.,ho fury and power 
vf those terrible onslaughts was indeod su stupondous and facctaatingsTho last 
of the ten assaults wis made with o greater di force than that scomingly of the 
tornuto, and the left wing of ¢ ho Angelintans wns ovardholmad by tho flood of 
clandelinians and escape from destruction seomed uttorly impossible.This section 
of the tent avsaulting column of rebols reachod out and bended tward tho woakest 
point of the christian left, and striking 4+ a terréblo blow manngod to carry A 
portion of the G glorfanna Hadights, the victorious plandelininns seraoching 
14dke hundreds of milldons of deoans domons, and evory column of mon on both 
sides seoned tocaresn into windrows of dead and dying and wounded, and everything 
from the fury of the close firing was enshroudet for a timo in thick alouds of smoke 
the sulphuriois amell being stronger than evore, tho vory heights soemed to 
becoma Volcanoes, and tho cloud of smoke aoemod ¢ o be piarsed by a million lightning 
displays-This section of the battle was a fisrco and magnificont sight indeod. 
All the while aleo during the fighting at closo quarters there was 
a wild and tremendous pandemomiikn of an uproar. 

Thaisands upon thousands of soli soldders on both sides shocked each other to 
death and had such grips: on their throats that their oyos bulged and tonguos 
protruded even whon dead.Thoisands of the woundod soldiers even overcome 
from the thdomness of the amoke struggled and gasped for breath in a petious 
manner and thotr blanched faces showed how badly they were sufferings 
phe tenth assault h byevor wavstayed by the raaindor of the rew reserves coming 
but but not stopped «Tt was soon resumed with redoubled fury, and the whole two ‘ 
lines again co came together into p ono and mingled in the same wildest confusion. 

Hundreds of thousands of soldiers on the christian side 
who at the beginning of this calamanity had beon so violenty thrown backwards 
had recdeved severe cont usdons and were badly maimed-lundreds of thousande of 
others had been lifted bodily up in the air and thrown dom at great distancas 
by the concussion of great explosions on thesdde of the ridgesHowever the terrible 
christ ian fire and display of bayonets had scathed the whole line of gray who 
assaulted the Glorianna heights with such frightful and inconceivable violence, 
and the christian fire nimberd h the Glandolin‘ans in slain in many hundreds of 
thousands , and in injured by millions in this region alonosBut it was in the 
pattle line with Hanson ‘ dvian and yohn Mon Manley that probably the most terrible 
‘loss of Life and terribld desolat don was wrought, a complication of disasters 
having followed this mightdast of battles, 


CHAPTER FIFTY NINE. 


AN IMMENSE STORM OF WARS TITANS. 
FRIGHT FUL FURY OF THE BATTLE ALONG THIS POINT, AND HOW IT 
RES ULTED. 


TN the neantine while tho ,landelininn armies of the two Manleys , yohnand yuehaun 
wore attacking tho two yivi'ns wit h sledge hammer forea, genornl johnston 
Jagkan Manloy was dirocting groat forses against the othor christicn positions 
southwest of Consarvatory pun on tho Glortemma Hoights.Johnaton Jacken Manley 
threw upon the christians Urense forces , and any one caild havo heen startled 
by tho avful ronr of tho battle at this section, and nll tho generals in emmand 
of the chrigtinn arny horo renlizing that the Glandaldininan surge wos coming on 
at an nvful spood, urged thoir own tannong up to tho front and these ridges 
niso wera binst ing with thotr rivdug dine ho whole wave of gray urgod Porward 
by Manloy formed into two big columns, and the first column crne oneThis tidal 
wavy of ginndelinians vara driven forward by al. thelr officora amid the mont 
denfo ning uprour of thoir ovm yoo A yolis which vas incassanteThe foremost por 
t Jon of theo glamlolinians rushing onward passod through the Marcuotan Plains 
hotr line of athack axtanding to probably thirtoon milag.Tho battertes of 
tho ono on tho hills howver could not support this portion of tho asanult as thoy 
hat to repoll fing ,dvianw attack ant so those glandoliniai assntling 
Glorianna heights liad to face dt alonn.vet thoso assaulting columns of Glandelinians 
pressod on with annzing fury, and here column after column asl aldo seoned to 
disolys diate doud ant vounded, and tho many divisdons surging acrosa Consorvatory 
pun at this section ware torn inte many stromwas of molting moneA large wing of this 
ancadasaultine wave probably counteting of the axtromoa laft inmadfately collasped, ‘ 
ail beenaa ai avful avalanch of man rolling and falling, but on pressed tho others. 
As t hey reachod tho foot of the Glorianna heights, the full force 
of t ho christian fire mot thon, end whole sect dona and whole divisions of more: 
gifindes idana wont to plecen, and fragmonta of men fairly atrew tho ground. 
Slouds of dobris, trees, and tons of rocks were scattered 
over tho Lucdllin picksen Kndlvond tracks by the blasting fury of the high 
oxplosives Int the glandelinini surged on.-the terrible _landelinian colum 
fairly { ore thodr way t hrough the wreck strem districts, and so fierce was 
tho christian fire that millions of beautiful trees all along tho line of battio 
vsownre odthor shattered to pJecos, or strippd of their leaves, and bark, or branches 
by bullote and shil oxplosionseSt ones fully fifty tons in weight hit by big 
shells ware blown into countless fragaents and scattered amid tho surging 
Glondulindans.the smoke of bati battle twediately became as thick as that of a 
forest firo .One soction of tho christian line on the main left etruck by the 
first soction of the rebel surge, was aplit to pieces by thepresaure of thm 
ass aul?, and becane a gigantic line of men in pandemomiinn, these clandelinian 
wayos brouking asunder every christdtan division they pressed upon. Tho 
jiandolinians for a time advanced with drrestible force, though the christian 
nmusketry fire cut three whole linos to nithing, and one big eddie of mon was 
wiped out by one volley of sholls. 
tho whole first gray wave was now shattered, but the other saction of the flood of 
clanialininns advanced upon the very center of the cliriatinan line with tho samo 
awful fury, tearing and pushing their way through h whole se ctions and killing 
+t housands of mon per minute with their bayonetseOne division of the christians 
heding surrounded was’ completely destroyed, and the survivors of another division, 
was wadmed for life, 
yot hing it seowed sould check the Glanialinians who came on tearing their way 
through allportions of the christian lines on the center as though they wore 
advancing through nothingeTho fire of the batterios above tore overy cno of 
thefrontal jlandelininn columns up as they madethedr mad onrush, and of hundreds 
of thousands of planielinian ranks nothing remained tut an apa appolting midley 
of dead dying and wounded. Tndoed the most vast militudes of ;tandelinians 
head been caught in the full force of the christian f4re which was somothing 
dreadful many of the inen being v violently thrown down by the concussion, or 
dashed to pieces among the wreckage, and socompletely buried in earth and debris 
that aft erwards those looking for the wounded could sevonly a half covored 
head, or @ gaping mouth of a hand miserably ¢g crushed inethe stench of the burned 
powior was abominableand many thousands of bodies of tho rebels were honey 
combed with holes ephe oxplosdons of shells threw the debris in large quanitios 
, tossing t ons of earth and human beings every which way, andmassex of men 
had beon borne down the hill side by the furious aweep of the doadly yollays of big 
rocks, solid shot and grape and canister, and on tho level fields lundreds of 
fields, and orchards through which the surge also passo threugh wore destroyed 
by the severest olristinn fire ever witnessed in battlesethe glantelinians however 
inthe dr swift scathing onrush had reached all portions of the christian lines 
and mingled with the Angolininns 4n titan throes but the whole immense gray Line 
was shattered to fragments and repulsed.

Glandelindan cannon supporting tho assault becano sickly, and by the breezos s these 
clouds at ¢4res bec bocano un pray to violent agntions, the furious Inindred fold 
hurricane of dondly storm of chi christinn curtain fire smoping down the charging 
ladolinian coat columwoTt soomed as if hundreds of thousands of volcania craters 
y boiled ani seotlnd among the now batt le lines.fne of the mont appalling 
edrounstances of this 4rrienio flood of dostruction was of the sheoted christian

was ecarece in nearly o all of “acleys arniesand Abhieannian herself had sentships 
to bo blockade all Glandelininn seaports and destroy all Glanielinian ships 
that dared leave to sent provisions into Calverinias To insure A ngelinias 
progress the Abbieannians were determined to keen all ~landelinian ships away from 
Salveriniun shores and supnly Angelinia herself as far as she was atleewith 
men and provisions.

Tt was reported to Iwnson and his 
brother that Zimmermann and they were the only ones holding ground, 
that the shrdatlan armies undor Viviana, Viviananna and the othors 
were umble t hold and that tho enemy ws advancing successfully, and that 
a large amy of Ho-Hollestininns were advancing to attaok general vivian 
and Hanson in the raareTf this could be accomplished the battle would bo a 
Glandelinian voctory and all would be lost.

in yain and it waco bolieved by the Angelinian generals that from the din and 
the conatsvion that over threo millions cannon wore thundortyePocple wore 

as reported rondered deaf frea tho battle fir field at a distnnas of 

fifty miles. Gannoning right grand division being reinforced had sweswerved 
its motion and mncyed heavily upon the christian line which had counter charged 
, struck dt a terrible blow, crushed the whole lino, and send it flying back 
all tho my it came crushed and mangle@, and with their many windrows 

of fallen extenling for seventeon miles, Tho scono wan a sorenming, 

maddening hellish Infernc nov, oa million voleanooo sooned to be in sruption 
so terrific was the din and it was no wonder thnt Hanyonda had boecane 
alarmed and etarted his march fran Byangolino 5% alaroy and started his 
eonsontration upon Aronhburga Run hinsolf.He notified yanson yivian and his 
borther at Evangelinia An Agathia and advisod thom to cane as a terrifie 
conflict wao raging. Genoral gannonin seeing that his first two assaults 

was beginning to havo sae little effect frac the throwing back of the main 
christian tine whish counter charged, lo sem - gemral Namons and harles 
Mac-Ferns glandelindans through NdMans land plians and all of thefs 
gigantic glandelinian columns poured in monstercua surges making sudh 
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It wae o full month after the invasion of ,landolinia hal beon conploted and 
the glandallnian country had boon aubdued when goneral Hansonja ,ohnatonda 
whoso main army had not taken i any yart in tho groat confllot rajing at 
Anna Maria glands india raging June fifth and whose headquarters hud been 
in the city of Rvangelino St Gisre (Celverinia) whon he hoard while ardwing 
to asmwy oomani of his armies thrac days Later after concentrating in 
that direction cannonading of tho most terrifio intensity In the divection 
of the city of Galverino fifty miles amy fraa glorinia and Angolinia 
Agathia, his lines at the tine stretching across the main portions of the

to follow up the conflicts by n furt Hor advmneo into ¢alvorinia 's Rast. 

But in this Angelinin Agathtu campaign the very war had been 

carried to the very decors of Angolinin A’athin am with thoir desperate 
threatening vif victory at tho battles of Heppo tannin in mind penleys graa 
armies were determined to press svery advantago they could gnine A victory 
at Angelinin Agthis or glorinia vould probubly destroy the calvorinians, 
cripple Angolinin vo that she cauid not invado Glendelinin, and not only 

tho two ononies but svery nation of thnt world knew it.- 
T fesperate 4 imortal conflict at Aroniurge Run or qlorinia was the 
compiste result, Thora staged the greatest conflict over fought in that 
worlde Thoro for olghteen hora and a balf the red wr g d gods demanded 

g homge and took ean umecantable toll of trensuroe Thero the war 
reuchod its high tide, and on tho day during tho frightful fury of the great 
stom of hattite Manley ootld only gather tho fragmenta of his broken armiss 
and dread the gortain ond with ty tears in his cyoo. But whore fate fo 
would decide hor favor wag not decided untill the madi rour of battle had ' 
soatod to ochoo over the field wre 6,456,466 mon had diod ina few hours.

Toe Station genorally called the battle of Vanity pair the chriutians 
were slightly checked by the Glanielinian ary under ponoral Mo~ollester 
Johnstor. who broke up the christian invasion com: Llately.Despite the victory 
however the battle was tragic for thoglandolinians who lost ono of their 
best corandora who was severely wounded the genorala nae being Addons 
The qlandalinians lost 867,983 Jn killed and on over 1,789,000 
were wounded,a and inoluding this were thirteon Glandelininn generals 
who wore killed, and twenty seven wounded, five no mortally. The ohristians 
lost over 700,009 in killed and over I, 398,299 In wounded and over 900,000 
were taken prisonsrs making a total of 3,448, 999 altogether. Thirty 
four christinn genorals were killed and twenty seven wounded.

dan armies in tho west, but novortholess so far eho had not beon captured 
cnoo by the enamy, and sonsdderod he hersolf lucky. 
Tt is no dows that boing a spespocdal friend of the 
Vivinn Girls Angelinin Aronburg was Blessod with tho sano lick-oas Jafk 
Jack vans or the othar friemis and guardians of tho yivian girls, and 
this ia believed the-causs of hor swooping sucesso. Instead of ppauoing 
hor like the vivian girls squads of Glandelinians fled at hor appearancd. 
Sheand Evane had boon unusual friends for quite a Long tine and many 
enorals jo'cingly had sadd among thomseves ¢! 
va “Tt Gertrude Angeline we his age we wo “would bet a whod 
whole oky of worlds thet she and hoe would have boon mrried. Rut since bdng 
dn eloso quarters with tho Vivian girls Evins had couse to think thom in the 
first place ahead of anything olao, and instend of be ing envious or jealious 
ap expoctad by Maniy dertrude Angoline had encourarsd Ryans in all ways 
peasible to love the Vivian girls more than ever, end though not hardly 
mentioned she hind said once to Ryans whon thoy wore sogothor alone} 

Ryans danr,I would give anything, ovon my on slef, and sacrifice 
my own persomlty if I had boon eithor adopted by the fathor of the brave 
Vivian girls, cr had boon born their sister. Tdo not show it but T eannot 
tell you how I love thm thom.T am afrind that sho would be offended to know 
I havo to say no but fell that even thoy come in my hoart even ahoad 
of my poor dead sister who Ja in henven. They have suffered and imperiled 
themselves more toe dangor then sho or T have ever done.Thoy moot as 1t seonts 
greater dangers than I do and have beon captured many tines Only you have been 
able to sava thon whon thoy wore in helplesa or hopoless pordil, and thoy 
could not have snvod thomsalves.T consider myavlf more fu fortunate than 
thoy because I have beon able to os eneapa the oneny, tho cnomy are oven afrad 
afraid of my apponranca, and avery thing Td do for tho christian 
cause if a oucesss a humired fold.Why is it that T am granted such good 
luck while they are not even lucky?" 

This was a quostien that Eyins co 2 cold not answer, but he said 
in answer to her first sontinca; 

"tT? you askod gonoral vivian I believe he surely would adopt 
you as his om.'' : } 

And she doaided to do so sane day.Tho day came whon oho dtd not nood to.When 
she was adopted witout anking.Tt ie sure howover that hor dead sister was 
not offended otherwise to show hn hurted feolings she cowld have withdrawn 
some of the luck from hor sister still alive.But unknown to poor ,ortrude 
Angoline yielot and her sietors worenore lucky that sho thaight. Of course 
Gertrude Angeline was differant than thoy. Sho wag well able to tale care of 
herself aii was as much a dend shot an tho ost Livelicst sharpshooter could 
besShe could even though ten yours old mana canon cannon which cee and her 
sisters na yet did not know, and even could handle without diffioulty the 
heaviest rifle or revolvor as well as a strong soldier, and sho wis always 
termad ''THE YEVER MISS*'"Recause overy shot she fired hit the mark.She was 
like Evans however.Yhatever glandelinian me shot by her never rose agn dy. 
from where he fall. 
To the glandelinians sho was insedious, pugnacinus, and as swift as a flight 
of an arrow.She never appeared always in the same placo.She had been 
seen to rout a whole cavarly equdo squadron of glandelinian dargolians 
single handed without even firing a single shot, by just surprising them 
and dashing at them on horseback like a wild female indian.

John Rvans howover wns a acore ' 
of yours older than Jack Rvane and a great gonoral that the enomy dreads 
Throughout many parts of tig wir already "vans liad showed hinvelf a power 
ful guerdinn of --tolet and hor siotes, and wi ‘11 do so egain.’’any have 
declnrad hat he ws not oxmetty no handsain Jooking ‘ian, but nevertheless 
wo caras how arnan oo's as ton: as ho is acl richt in) other wys.Fvane 
was perfect not in mimoers, but wlso in character. eo wu vory righteous, 
a Holy young man and so gnintly that no on o wonder that violet and her siste 
sisters took to hin oo onsily. 
Nedid not do Lt boeenuse ths Little qivla wr wore so unsponimbly beautiful 
in fentures, and looks, and neither did it he do it a1) beoasuo because he 
wishod te show off or attract thoir attention to him.e never thought of 
this at all, and always wondered why thoy enalled him ''The Hero of all. the 
mtion'' when he thought: hdngelf a good for nothing rogua who did not even 
deserve thoir friendship. 
The jistory or life of mek fvane wis not montloned imi, Ih the first or ba 
bogeiming of the story ant is woll to bo monttonad now/es.e» Ho wau born 
about fifteen years bofore the yivinn girls and wo carly in his life an 
or orphan his father and mother having boon killin li killed by the typhoon 
that atriuck Calverinia when his mothor and parents lived in qaalverine.
